years old, as she recently dism issed

“ You needn't cut tho grass, Daniel, 
except around the house, 
she said at 
the sam e tim e to her gardener, Daniel 
Gallagher. 
“ W e are going away on 
Sept. I.” 
W ith her brother, G eorge Jam ison, 
about sixty-one years old, Miss Ja m i­ 
son occupied the great house with tho 
dom estics. 
All th e la tte r went off to 
church on Sunday. W hen they re tu rn ­ 
ed they found Miss Jam iso n almost in 
the th ro es of death in th e living room, 
and lying n ear her, helpless and un­ 
conscious, was her aged brother. Doc­

SEXTON COMMITS 
SUICIDE IN CHURCH 


Despondent Over Wile's Death, 


Decides to Join Her. 


Flemington. N. J., Sept. 1. — John 
Boyd, fifty-eight years old, sexton of 
the Flemington Presbyterian church, 
committed suicide by inhaling Illumi­ 
nating gas in the kitchen connected 
with the church.

W ilson’s Order. 


Mexico City, Alex, Sept. I.—ft is es 
timated that a"bout 300 Americans ar­ 
rived in Vera Cf us from the* capital, a 
third of whom went on consular trans­ 
portation. 
Most of those asking for transpor 
tatlon are Americans of means, but 
unable to realize on their holdings im 
mediately. 
The great majority of Americans In 
Mexico City will 
remain, believing 
themselves safe from molestation even 
in case of Intervention. 
For them to 
leave the country would entail great 
loss to them, and the dosing of their 
enternrise8 would throw thousands out 
of work. 
* 
Americans who arrived from the 
states of Agua*, Callentes and Guana 
Juato say that most Americans will 
leave such outlying districts because 
of the general impression that inter 
vention is coming. Most of the Arr.erl 
cans are leaving the country under 
protest. Up to the present they have 
suffered more from the Jibes of mem 
hers of other foreign colonies in Mex 
leo City than by anything said or done 
by Mexicans.

them with the declaration thai Mexico 
has outgeneraled Washington, many 
declaring that Washington is ordering 
Americans to flee. in the hope of fore 
ing Mexico’s hand by fear of anti 
American 
demonstrations.

ing that if their lives are not safe 
guarded this eonn’ry will hold the 
Huerta government strictly responsl 
hie, this nation has gone far enough at 
present, official* declare. 
The declaration of Huerta that the 
lives of Americans were never in dan 
ger in those districts where he hold? 
sway, and that all past killings havf 
been due to the rebels, is taken at its 
face value. Huerta says the warning 
by the United States was unnecessary; 
tile administration at least hopes so 
hut is not sorry to have made It. 
John Lind, special emissary of the 
president in Mexico, I* still in Vera 
Cruz, but will return to Mexico City 
at any time should hts presence tx 
necessary in any diplomatic conner 
tint! 
The president and the depart 
mrnt of state Is in easier and quicker 
communication with the special envoy 
while he is In Vera Cruz and he prob 
ably will remain there "for some little 
time.” 
Mr. Lind has no thought of return 
Inc to the United States at this time 
which possibly upsets the nation that 
his mission is considered by eithet 
him or the administration to hav* 
failed. There is still hope among ad 
ministration officials that he may In 
duce the belligerent Huerta and (Jam 
boa to make better concession* to th! 
demands of the Frilled States.
